\ . (Currejitly Amended) A method to optimize accounting rcc^ds in a wireless/packet 
data network, comprising the steps of: 

detecting that a communication link has been establi^cd between a mobile 
terminal and a host in a packet data network; and 

accumulating, at a packet data serving node dispensed between the mobile 
terminal and the packet data network, accounting infoii/iation relating to a wireless 
comnuinieation network serving the mobile terminid stnd the packet data network, the 
accounting infoj-mation being used by service providers to generate billing data to 
minimi:ie the frequency of producing accounting records by the packet data serving node; 

wlicrcin only one start record an d only one tiop record arc sent to the accoun ting 
serv er for a plurality of sh oit data burst transmfesi ons. 



2. (Original) T)ie method of claim 1, whe/oin the ;:»ccounting information includes first 
accounting infonnation obtained from on/ or more base station controllers in the wireless 
communicytion network and second acobunting information maintained by the packet 
data sei'ving node for the packet data network. 

3. (Original) The method of claiyh 1, further comt>rising: 

sending the accounting information to an accounting server based on the 
occurrence of a predetermined ycvenl. 

4. (Original) The method yof claim 3, wherein the accounting server is a Remote 
Authentication Dial-In Ua6r Sci-vicc (RADIUS) server. 



5. (Original) The mel/iod of claim 2, further comprising: 

merging the ftrst accounting infonnation and the second accounting information 
into a usage data re/ord (UDR),
